The  Annual  '.looting  of  (lie  Associc^tion 
for  Computing  Mndunory  was  held  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor,  Mich- 
if-nn  on  Juno  23,  24  and  25,  1954. 

Over  700  nx-mbers  and  non-members  o' 
the  Association  attended  the  sessions, 
which  were  held  in  the  auditoriums  of 
Mason  Hall  on  the  campus. 3'hose  attending 
were  housecl  in  the  West  Quadrangie  Dormi- 
tory. llio  Micliigan  Union  and  League,  and 
the  local  hotels.
